Mayor Hartwig, of St. Joseph , urged th at 
instead of improving th e river at ]>oints it 
sh ould be improved as a wh ole.

not believe anyth ing is to be gained by im­ 
proving th e river in sections. 
He is con­ 
vinced th at th e proper way to improve th e 
Missouri river is to begin at th e h ead of 
navigation 
and move toward th e mouth . 
Judge Wood of Lexington, Mo., said: “ I 
h ave been familiar with th e Missouri river for 
over h alf a century. 
My experience enables 
me to assure you th at wh en you tackle th e 
Missouri river with a view to iinprovingit you 
tackle a giant of a river. 
Its sands *^are 
restless and 
treach erous 
and 
its waters 
object 
to 
being 
controlled 
by 
artilicial means. 
During th e flood of ’4 4 ,1 
h ad a tract of several h undred acres laid out 
on th e second bottoms of th e Missouri. 
Th e 
water absolutely wash ed our entire town 
away. 
Th e 
earth 
itself 
and all 
th e 
trees 
were not only wash ed away but 
th ey 
sank 
down 
in th e 
quicksand 
wh ich seemed to be bottomless. 
I give you 
th ese facts because I am afraid j'our impro> e- 
ments will not be 
8ub‘<tantial enough to be 
permanent. 
It is possible to control th e cur­ 
rent for ten or t\venty miles by building 
massive 
walls.

only want to

Mr. f’lark, of Xebraska, said: 
“I under­ 
stood th at th ere is a conflict between Mr. 
Broadh ead and th o Missouri river commis­ 
sion. 
^Ve upper river points v/ant to know 
wh eth er or not we get any of th ese improve­ 
ments, 
If aU th e money is going to V)e spent 
between th is city and th e mouth we want to 
know it,” 
Mr. W. J. Broach , of St. Louis, and a mem­ 
ber of th e Missouri river commission said: 
“ I th ink Air. Broadh ead covered th e ground 
in reference to th e Missouri river commis­ 
sion.

ment th at Major Suter h ad set h imself 
against anj’ Missouri river improvement is 
false. 
Alajor Suter simply recommended

h ouses. 
He 
believes 
th e 
Missouri 
river 
is 
susceptible 
of 
improvement. 
Th e fact th at no results h ave been obtained is 
due to th o insufficient size of th e nppro|nia- 
tions. 
Atlantic coast engineers say th e wh ole 
system employed on th e Missouri river was at 
fault. 
Th e system employed ou western 
rivers 
is supposed to 
be similar to th at 
in 
operation 
in 
Europe. 
Th o 
system 
h ere is ‘mattrass work.' It is generally sup­ 
posed by experts to be th e best. 
Available 
points for beginning work occur at intervals 
of from six to seven miles. 
Th is fact sug­ 
gests th e feasibilitj- of working on th e entire 
river at one time. 
Th is pli\n seems to be th e 
best one. 
It is not th e sole object to protect 
any particular point but to make th e entire 
river navigable.”

reference to its dealing with railroads. 
In conclusion h e demanded a statement 
from th e engineers sh owing th e probable cost 
of th e Missouri river improvement. 
By a unanimous vote of th e convention th e 
resolutions adopted by th e committee on reso­ 
lutions were adopted. 
Mr. Walker, of St. Paul, read th e follow­ 
ing resolution.

New York and Brookly n,” which has recently 
been j^nblished by Frank J. Kernan, a y oung 
journalist of this city . 
The favorite localities and old landmarks 
of the lire laddies of twenty -five or thirty 
y ears ag o have been almost entirely chang ed 
in character. 
The most popular rendezvous 
of the boj’s used to be that section of the city 
bounded l>y Grand street. liroadwaj’. Bowery 
rmd (Tiatham street, and familiarly known as 
"the Fire Points.” 
A respectable class of 
people resided in that locality at the time 
t>ix>ken of. 
The fire laddies were not over 
fastidious in dress or manners, but as a class 
they were honest, plucky and loy al to their 
respective companies. 
They were a hardy 
and muscular’ set of men, and at no time were 
any of them averse to fistic encounters. 
Dis­ 
putes between different eng ine companies 
were usually settled by combats, in which 
« ich company was represented by a sing le 
chani})ion. It used to be fashionable for some 
one of the members of a fire company to keep 
a public house near where the eng ine was lo­ 
cated. 
That i>ublic-houso became at once the 
^aTorite resort of the members of the com­ 
pany to which the landlord belong ed.

It was not an unusual thing on Sunday 
afternoon to see in one drinking resort repre- 
peut atives of six or eig ht different eng ine com­ 
panies sipping their toddy , smoking their 
pipes and cig ars and talking of the last fire.
